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= <^^> SYSTEM AND METHOD FOR PERFORMING AUTOMATIC DUBBING ON AN AUDIO-VISUAL STREAM 

(57) Abstract: The invention describes a system (1) for 
performing automatic dubbing on an incoming audio-visual 
stream (2). The system (1) comprises means (3, 7) for 
identifying the speech content in the incoming audio-visual 
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(21), and a synchronizing system (9. 12. 22, 23. 26. 31. 
33, 34. 35) for synchronizing the speech output (21) to an 
ongoing audio-visual stream (28). Moreover the invention 
describes an appropriate method for performing automatic 
dubbing on an audio-visual stream (2). 
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
